3. Summary of Events: 



a. A joint service casket bearer and security detail met the remains 
f the late President Kennedy at Andrews Air Force Base at 221805 Nov 63, 
ut was prevented from removing the remains from the aircraft. The detail 

assisted the Secret Ser b.ce in transferring the remains to an ambulance for 
movement to U. S. Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Maryland. The details 
were airlifted to Bethesda for the reception of the remains at the U. S. Naval 
Medical Center. The detail transferred the remains to the Medical Center 
and remained as security during the autopsy and preparation period. At 
230355 Nov 63, the details transferred the remains to the White House arri- 
ving at 230430 Nov 63.
